London, November 12.—Germany 
has requested the president of the 
United States, according to a Ger- 
man wireless messag?@ from Berlin, 
to arrange immediefely for theg 
opening of peace neg’ftiations, there 
being a pressing dan,‘er of famine. 

The message was sent by Foreign 
Secretary Solf to Secretary of State 
Lansing. It read: 

“The armistice being conclud- 
ed, the German government re- 
quests the president of the Unit- 
ed States to arrange for 
‘opening of peace negotiations. 

“For the purpose of their ac- 
‘“celeration, the German govern- 
ment proposes, first of aH, to 
take dnto view the conclusion of 
a preliminary peace, and asks 
for a communication as to what 
place and at what time the ne- 
gotiations might begin. 

“As there is a pressing danger 
of famine, the German govern- 
ment is particularly anxious for 
the negotiations to begin at 
once.”

Such 
a suggestion, it is said, would be 
without precedent. 

It was pointed out today that 
there are physical difficulties in 
hastily convening a peace confer- 
vence which will include representa- 
tives of all the nations which have 
formally declared war on Germany. 
A conference limited to envoys of 
the allied governments and the Unit- 
ed States might be held at a reason- 
able early date, perhaps within 2 
month, if it is limited in scope toa 
few urgent issues. 

One consideration in the minds of 
American official& relates to the 
status of the German government 
itself. (The president already has 
referred to this as fluid and the 
course of the Russian revolution- 
ists has emphasized, it was said, the 
need of caution in securing assur- 
ance of the stability of any Sovern- 
ment with which permanent peace 
treaties are negotiated. 

The American and allied govern- 
ments actually have recognized the 
gocial democratic government at 
Berlin, headed by Frederick Ebert, 
as the de facto government of Ger- 
many hy conceding its authority to

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Article 9%. Providing for the

Providing for the re- 
patriation without reciprocity of 
all allied and United States pris- 
oners of war, including persons 
under trial or convicted, has the 
following added: “This condi- 
tion annuls the previous con- 
ventions on the subject of the 
exchange of prisoners of -war, 
including the one of July, 1918, 
in course of ratification. How- 
ever, the repatriatinr of Gers 
man prisoners of war interned 
in Holland and in Switzerland 
shail continue as before. The 
repatriation of German prison- 
ers of war shall be regulated at 
the conclusion of the prelimi- 
naries of peace.”’ 


Evacuation of Territory, 


Article 12. Providing for the 
Withdrawal of German troops 
from territory which belonged 
before the war to Kussia, Ru- 
mania and Turkey, is rewritten. 
Territory which belonged to 
Austria-Hungary is added to 
that from which the Germans 
must withdraw immediately, and 
“as to territory which beionged 
to Russia it is provided that the 
German troops now there shall 
withdraw within the frontiers of 
Germany “as soon as the allies, 
taking into account the internal 
Situation of those territories, 
Shall decide that the time for 
this has come.” 

Article 15. “Renunciation” 
substituted for “abandonment” 
in stipulation that the treaties 
of Bucharest and Brest-Litovsk 
are nullified, 

Article 16. Providing free ac- 
cess for the allies into evacu- 
ated territory through the Ger- 
man eastern frontier, is changed 
80 as to declare such access is 
for the purpose of conveying 
Supplies to the populations, “and 
for the purpose of maintaining 
order,” instead of “or for any 
other purpose.” 
Article 17. Originally provid- 
ing for the “unconditional ca- 
pitulation” within one month of 
all German forces operating in 
east Africa, is substituted by a 
clause requiring only “evacua- 
tion by all German forces oper- 
ating in East Africa within a 
period to be fixed by the allies.” 

Article 18. Providing for the

Surrender of All U-Boants, 


Article 22. Providing for the 
Surrender of 160 German sub- 
marines is changed to read. 
“All submarines now existing,” 
with the added stipulation that 
“those which cannot take 
the sea shall be disarmed 
of the material and per- 
sonnel and shall remain «under 
the supervision of the allies and 
the United States.” Further 
provisions are added requiring 
that all the condtions of the 
article ghall be carried into ef- 
fect within fourteen days: that 
submarines ready for sea shall 
be prepared to leave German 
ports immediately upon orders 
by wireless and the remainder 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Article 23. Providing for the 
disposition of German surface 
warships, has additional clauses 
requiring that vessels designat- 
ed for internment, shall be 
ready to leave German ports 
within seven days upon direc- 
tions by wireless and that the 
military armament of all ves- 
sels of the auxiliary fleet shall 
be put on shore. 

Article 26. Providing that 
the allied blockade remains un- 
changed has this sentence ad- 
ded: “The allies and the United 
States should give consideration 
to the provisioning of Ger- 
many during the armistice to 
the extent recognized as nec- 
essary.” 

Article 28. Providing condj- 
tions of evacuation of the Bel- 
gian coast (from which the Ger- 
mans actually had been driven 
before the armistice was sign- 
ed) was changed in minor par- 
ticulars.

“The present liberal allowance of sugar

It is, 
therefore, directed that all regulations In 
this connection remain fn full foree and ef- 
fect, and the atiention of the public is 
hereby redirected to the same, and the 
general trade is cautioned that these regu- 
lations must continue to be observed. At- 
tention also is directed to the fact that the 
food administration will not, for some 
months, remove many of the features of 
reculation now in force, but, so rapidly as 
any regulation or rule can be relieved, offi- 
cial notice of the same will be given, and 
caution should be observed to respect only 
euch official notices of release.

His destination js said to be Amer- 
ongen, about twenty miles from 
Utrecht, where Count Bentinck has 
a country seat. But it is not pos- 
sible to say where he will finally 
remain, for tn order to avoid the 
curious he may have to keep to the 
train for a couple of days.

EXILE IS HOUSED 
IN DUTCH CHATEAU. 


London, November 12.—William 
Hohenzollern, the former German 
emperor, arrived Sunday at Count 
Bentinck’s chateau of Middachten 
at Velp, near Arnhem, according to 
a dispatch to The Daily Express 
dated Sunday at Velp.

arrival of the former emperor. The 
second car brought baggdyge, while 
the third, with its blinds down, ar- 
rived in the evening. From it the 
former emperor and two equerries, 
all in civilian clothes, alighted. 

No one in the village of Velp, 
which adjoins the chateau, was 
aware of his arrival. The former 
German ruler occupies the left 
wing of the chateau. The dispatch 
adds that his wife probably will be 
permitted to join him there. 

Velp is east of Arnhem, and 
about fifty miles southeast of Am- 
sterdam. It is 80 miles northeast 
of Eysden, where the former em- 
peror crossed the frontier Sunday 
morning. Velp is about ten miles 
north of the putch-German border 
north of the German town of Wesel. 

An Amsterdam dispatch to The 
Daily Express dated Sunday says 
that the former German empress 
is ill at Potsdam, near Berlin. and 
that the former crown princess is 
at her bedside. 

Inglorious Entry. 


The former German emperor 
made an inglorious entry into Hol- 
land, according to reports from 
Eysden. At 7:30 o’clock Sunday 
morning ten travel-stained automo- 
biles driven by Prussian officers 
were seen coming slowly through 
the fog along the Vise-Masstricht 
highroad. The last Belgian vil- 
lage, Mouland,-which is almost on 
the border line, was still asleep. 
The noise of the motors brought 
out a crowd of curious villagers. 

The former ruler of Germany was 
dressed in the uniform of a gen- 
eral, with an officer's cap and car- 
ried a sword. ‘The erstwhile mar- 
tial figure was huddled and bent 
on a walking stick, while his eyes 
stared straight ahead. 

The Dutch frontier guards 
stopped the cortege. After some 
brief formalities the automobiles 
were conducted to the railway sta- 
tion at Eysden. Dutch cavalry and 
military cyclists formed a cordon 
about the station. Crowds of Lel- 
rian refugees swarmed around the 
station, crying: 

“Abas, Guillaume! Assassin!” 

An imperial train arrived at the 
station an hour later. It consist- 
ed of fourteen cars, and William 
HMohenzollern, who had walked up 
and down the railway platform, en- 
tered the train and changed to ci- 
vilian clothes.

It was the Archduke Francis Fer- 
diuand’s determination to bring 
about a triune empire made up of 
Magyar, Slav and German states, It 
is generally believed, that led to 
his assassination in Sarajevo, Fran- 


cis Ferdinand feared the dual mon- 
archy might be ended upon. the 
death of Francis Joseph by the in- 
tervention of Russia or Germany 
and sought thus to forestall it. 

Charles I. was born August 17, 
1887, the son of the late Archduke 
Otto of Saxony. He married the 
Princess Zita, of the Bourbon house 
of Parma (Italian), in 1911. When 
the Nunc Dimittis was sung for his 
dead granduncle, the Emperor 
Francis Joseph, the only achieve- 
ments of Charles brought to pub- 
‘ic notice were that he was a keen 
sportsman, an excellent shot and 
motorist. Frequently he was seen 
in the parks of Vienna wheeling 
one of his young dukes in a baby 
nerambulator, When he acceded to 
the throne on December 30, 1916, 
Austria-Hungary, torn bv four years 
of war, saw the first feint gleam 
of possible peace. 

The course of the new ruler was 
regulated largely from Berlin and 
for the first six months of his 
reign Austria-Hungary was regard- 
ed as a mere German state. Hin- 
denbureg’s successes in Galicia in 
1916, in which Charles shared as a 
commander in the field, gave the 
young monarch a prestige which 
enabled him to hold the Austrians 
‘o the central powers untiJ the col- 
‘apse of Bulgaria and Turkey and 
the final- crash. 


Numerous Peace Maneuvers. 


Numerous peace .overtures and 
maneuvers characterized the diplo- 


macy of the dual monarchy after 
Francis Joesph’s death, precipitat- 
ed doubtless by bread riots and oth- 
e er outbreaks throughout Austria.

Have Learned Unity. 


Describing the change which the 
war has brought in narrow-minded 
creeds, Mr. Smith eontinued: “This 
hour is peculiarly significant, for 
the combined campaign which we 
are now waging testifies to the fact 
that we have learned in religion and 
morality what the world has been 
learning in war—unity. 

“We found that denominationalism 
In railroads couldn’t win the war, 
or denominationalism in food. We 
learned unity on the battlefields.” 
Then with great emphasis he add- 
ed, ““We began to win the war when 
we learned to speak the name of 
Froch—Foch—Foch,” and the listen? 
ers caught the spirit of his moral 
end gave loud vent to their ap- 
proval. “Our old traditions have 
perished in the dawn of a new 
ideal,” was the way he summed it 
up. 

To Express Our Love. 

Although the funds needed by the 
organizations now might be pro- 
vided by the budget committee of 
congress, this method would not 
suffice, Mr. Smith said, because the 
xift to express our love to the sol- 
diers must come from the heart. In 
explaining why the money is needed 
even more now than ~»before the 
armistice was signed, he explained, 
“Discipline was more or less relaxed 
when the word of the armistice went 
out, and if you want to preserve the 
vigor of the army until its demobil- 
ization you must take care of the 
soldiers. The need ig doubled, not 
lessened.” 

“This is the last great trench 
the war, the last great crisis.

man power, that of food, and now 
comes the last. Guns never made 
gseorraphy, Wey only clear the 
debris for working out of great 
ideas. We have vet to prove wheth- 
er or not the celebrations of the past 
two days have been merely emo- 
tional joy rides. This war has re- 
leased passions with which we have 
yet got to reckon.” 

Mr. Smith found 
for contributing liberally to the 
present drive in the fact that it is 
the soldier who will make the stand- 
ards for the next few years. “Every 
high school boy's Bible will be some 
returned soldier with a hand or foot 
gone or a scar over his forchead. 
Therefore let us keep the soldiers 
fit in every way for the influences 
they are going to have on the next 
generation.”

November 12.—The 
nation’s obligation and opportunity 
to “Frerve stricken humanity in war- 
torm- Europe by helping: to provide 
sustenance until the next harvest 
wHL demand further sacrifices of 
the American people, Food Adminis- 
treater Hoover declared today in an 
address at a conference here of 
state food administrators. 

Cenhditions of famine exist in Eu- 
Tope, Mr. Hoover said, that will be 
“beyond our powers to remedy,” 
even with the carrying out of the 
plan to ship from America 20,000,000 
tons of foodstuffs during the next 
year. In northern Russia alone, he 
declared, there are 40,000,000 people 
who have but little chance of ob- 


taining food this winter. Millions 
of others throughout Europe, he 
oe who can be reached, must be 
ed,

Changes in Food Policies. 


“This being the new world situa- 
tion created by the collapse of tine 
war,” Mr, Hoover continued, ‘the 
prime changes in our policies on to- 
day’s outlook can be summarized: 

“That we may now advantageous- 
ly abandon the use of substitutes in 
our--wheat bread; that we will still 
require economy and elimination of 


waste in its consumption; that for | 


the- present we need consefvation 
in butter and condensed milk; that 
ultimately we must extend this tv 
all the fats. 

.“We can contemplate, at the most, 
maintaining fully three pounds per 
month of sugar per person of house- 
hold sugar, on the present outlook, 
and we can by the availability cf 
Java sugars to Europe begin at 
once to relax more restraints on 
sugar pending some change in Eu- 
rope policies. 

“These are special features of 
changes in policy, but the shifting 
of cBnservation from one commodity 
to another is not the whole policy. 
There is one policy which cannot 
change, and that is the vital neces- 
sity of simple living, to economy in 
all consumption for commodities 
more or less substitute for each 
other. We must realize that the 
specter of famine abroad now 
haunts the abundance of our table 
at home. 

“The matter of prime importance 
to us is how much of each commodi- 
ty the exporting countries can fur- 
nish between now and next har- 
vest, and how much is necessary to 
the importing countries in which 
we have ayrvital interest, in order 
to maintain health and public order 
in the world.” 

Summary of Situation. 


A computation on this basis, 
shows, Mr. Hoover said, this situa- 
tion until the next harvest: 

A-~ehortage of about three billion 
poufids in pork and dairy products 
and “vegetable oils, and of dairy 
feeds of about 3,000,000 tons. Of 
beef, there are sufficient supplies to 
lead-all refrigerating ships’ capaci- 
ty,-end there will be enough of oth- 
er -fSodstuffs provided the utmost 
economy is practiced by the Ameri- 
ean ~public.

There will be a shortage under 
the normal world supply of fats for 
two or three years, Mr. Hoover as- 
serted, and pork production must be 
maintained. Of America’s export 
possibilities in fats, the largest item 
will<be pork products, Mr. Hoover 
said.

Mr. Cory was authorized to speak 
for Wim, apprising the congress of 
the department’s attitude and set- 
ting forth its policy upon which it 
will ask the national congress in 
the immediate future to base legis- 
lation, 

Ask Congress’ Help. 

The broad terms this policy em- 
braces, the main features of the 
plan discussed and: commended by

First—To ask congress to facili-

ttlement and Development organization, un- 
der the joint auspices of which the South- 
ern.Land congress was called;| and 

Whereas, the congress has passed resolu- 
tions extending co-operation to the Hon. 
Franklin K. Lane and his chiefs of the in- 
terior department, in the plans set forth 
for the use of unoccupied lands of the coun- 
try for returning soldiers and sailors; and 

Whereas, said resolutions set forth the un- 
surpassed advantages of the southern coun-

To Take Over Association. 

Whereas, we recognize that it is only by

Whereas, the existence of the aforemen- 
tioned associatione, with a membership of 
3,000 and representing over 25,000,000 acres 
of land, constitute practically all of the 
effective large organizations of land own- 
ers in the southern country, has been 
largely due to the years of untiring work of 
the Southern Settlement and Development 
organization of Baltimore in its broad «policy 
for the development of the entire southern 
country. 

Be it therefore resolved, That the afore- 
snid land associations shall take over the 
Southern Settlement and Development or- 
ganization, under the suggestions of the 
officers of that organiation, as a clearing 
house and medium through which: to give 
collective expression to the desires of the 
land owners of the south, to the end that 
all sections of the southern country may be 
benefited by the movement to be put in 
force by the secretary of the interior; and 

Ask Co-operation, 

Be it further resolved, That we extend 
to the visiting delegates from the states of 
Virginia, South Carolina, Louisiana, Texas 
and Arkansas and those who have attended 
this congress an invitation to co-operate with 
us and act with us as individuals until state 
organizations shall have been effected in 
their respective states, and we further in- 
vite such associations when oorganized or 
at present existing to accept membership 
in the Southern Settlement and Develop- 
ment organization on the same basis and 
with the same voice in its management that 
we may have. 

Resolved, That copies of these resolu- 
tions be forwarded to the governors of the 
southern states and others interested.

Washington, No¢cember 12.—Secre- 
tary Houston in a statement today 
urged that steps,;be taken to secure 
the better organization of the agri- 
cultural forces of the country, espe- 
cially of the local farm bureaus; in 
preparation for the execution of the 
necessary production. program for 
1919. He dwelt especially upon the 
need for an increased production of 
beef and fats, saying that it seems 
clear that for a considerable period 
the world will demand particularly 
a larger supply than normal of these 
commodities. 

“During the war,” said Mr. Hous- 
ton, “the farmers of the nation have 
responded magnificently to the ap- 
peals for increased production and 
all the people have complied with 
the urgent requests for fuller con- 
servation. During this predent fall 
season our farmers have planted an 
increased wheat acreage and a large 
acreage inrye. It is too early now 
to make detailed suggestions for the 
springs planting season. 

“Two things, however, seem to be 
clear: 

“One is that, for a considerable 
period, the world will have neeu 
particularly of a larger supply than 
normal of live stock, and especially 
of beef and fats. We should not 
fail, therefore; to adopt every feasi- 
ble means of economically increas- 
ing our live stock products. As a 
part of our program, we should give 
due thought to the securing of an 
adequate supply of feedstuffs and 
to the eradication and control of 
all forms’ of animal disease.

At Convention of Dele- 
gates. 


There at least one red letter 
day ahead for the city calendar 
when the tumult of celebrations and 
whirlwind campaigns has subsided 
and the threshold of next week has 
been crossed. This day is Thurs- 
day, November 21, 

A convention assembles on the 
evening of that day for which the 
Atlanta convention bureau deserves 
no credit, for all the delegates are 
true, within-the-city-limits Atlan- 
tans. There will be no banquet and 
no membership buttons, yet this 
convention, which will be one in the 
fullest sense of the word, will dis- 
cuss and settle a matter which is 
of first importance to all citizens 
whose devotion to their children ex- 
tends beyond providing them with 
raiment and fare, or who having no 
children still feel a responsibility 
for the next generation. 

The entire purpose of the conven- 
tion, which wil] be made up of ten 
delegates from every school in At* 
lanta, will be to nominate the can- 
didates who will be supported by the 
Atlanta Schools Improvement asso- 
ciation, under whose auspices’ the 
meeting is to be held, for the new 
board of education. 

Showing Greut Interest. 


At last the voice of the mothers, 
the fathers, the teachers and the 
unselfish citizens, rather than mere-

ly the politicians, are to be. heard 
in the decision on the future shapers 
of the school system. And those 
parents and teachers and others who 
interested in the places where 
children spend more of their wak- 
ing hours than at home are already 
evincing, the leaders of the associa- 
tion say, an enthusiastic concern 
over the results of the meeting. 

The convention is to be conduct- 
ed in a manner which will make 
it thoroughly representative and its 
action effective as far as the bulk 
of Atlanta’s citizenry is concerned. 
Only accredited delegates who have 
been elected in an open meeting of 
their school will be given the privi- 
lege of voting. 

With ten delegates from each 
school in the city the official mem- 
bers of the convention will num- 
ber approximately 500. Mrs. Harry 
Hermance, who is publicity chair- 
man of the Atlanta Schools’ Im- 
provement association, urges that 
on account of the sickness which 
is prevalent, and other causes which 
may operate to keep those elected 
away, alternates be chosen in every 
instance so that no vote need be for- 
feited.

At that time the boys 
were expecting to get a tempo- 
rary relief shortly, but as they 
pushed on to Sedan, and from 
the reports were the first 
Americans to occupy that his- 
toric spot, they apparently did 
not get the anticipated relief 
before the armistice that ceased 
all hostilities. 

The Forty-second made a 
most enviable record, as have 
all the American divisions that 
have been called upon for act- 
ual warfare since America en- 
tered the struggle. 


As to the casualties in the 
42d, as I explained in the arti- 
cle on the 82d division in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, there is 
no way for a newspaper man 
to determine casualties to any- 
thing like a definite degree, 
and the wildest rumors always 
float to the rear regarding a 
division in action. The 42d 
has had a number of casual- 
ties, of course, as have all the 
divisions engaged in active 
fighting, but the war depart- 
ment publishes the lists accu- 
rately and as quickly as prac- 
ticable to compile. 

In this connection I have 
heard many apparently ground- 
less rumors about the 82d cas- 
ualty list. Certainly there is a 
heavy casualty list, but from 
the best information -I could 
gather at the front, there have 
been no mistakes in command- 
ing the war, or driving the of- 
fensive and the casualties ac- 
cruing to “lis division, as to 
every one, are the natural con- 
sequences of war. 

It must be remembered that 
every division consists of an 
army in front and an army in 
the rear, the latter practically 
unex] i to shell fire, other 
than the scattering wild ones 
or by the specific bombard- 
ment of a military road, or sup- 
ply depot. Therefore a cas- 
ualty percentage is based only 
on the strength of the fighting 
units. It is a matter of deep 
interest, too, to know that the 
American casualties ‘~ nor..l- 
eastern France have consisted 
of a larger percentag of 
slightly wounded than perhaps 
falling to the lot of any army 
during any campaign since the 
war began nearly five years 
ago. The reason is the Ameri- 
cans have been on the offen- 
sive, driving the Huns back 
from their po-‘tions in the 
rolling French uplands, where 
they were entrenched behind 
the hills. Their elevated 
shells, terrifically fast at times, 
fell in the American lines » 
be discharged only by impac<:

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I have been asked about the 
concentrated German _§resist- 
ance along the aArgonne-Meuse 
front. Following are the facts 
based upon information I gath- 
ered from Burr Price, of the 


Paris Herald, who made a care- 
ful study of just what the Ger- 
man had pitted against the 
Americans along this line. 

In the attempt to hold this 
eastern pivot the Germans 
used thirty-three divisions be- 
tween the Argonne ‘and a 
point just east of the Meuse. 
They steadily increased this 
number since the time when 
the Second Landwehr fight- 
ing guard, the 117th Reserves 
and Seventh Reserve held the 
sector west of the Meuse. 

On the day prior to the at- 
tack of the first army on Sep- 
tember 30 the number had been 
increased by 30. Up to Octo- 
ber 19 the Second Landwehr, 
which held the Argonne, had 
been fighting continuously 
since September 26, while oth- 
er divisions had been engaged 
from one to twenty days. 

Of the divisions engaged at 
the time of the armistice nine 
were first class; that is, abso- 
lutely the best at Ludendorff’s 
disposal. Seventeen divisions 
were withdrawn since fighting 
started, presumably because 
they were exhausted. 

Here is a brief history of the 
divisions that pitted them- 
selves against the Americans. 
The Second Landwehr had been 
one year in the Argonne for- 
est, most of them Wurtembur- 
gers more than _ thirty-five 
years old. The 1st guards 
were commanded by  Bitel 
Fritz, the kaiser’s second son, 
now a major general because 
of his good record on the 
Chemin des Dames. The 
guards came from Russia dur- 
ing the latter part of last year 
and since have had hard fight- 
ing against the’ British, and 
also the French, on the Chem- 
in des Dames. The 117th re- 
serve is composed of middle- 
aged men, Polish and Alsatian 
by birth,eand been in Italy for 
» year before it had a taste of 
the British in Flanders and the 
French lower down the _ line, 
The Seventh reserve has seen 
heavy action on the Somme, 
near Lassigny, and on the 
Aisne since March 21. It has 
lost heavily in killed and 
wounced, and 2,000 prisoners 
have been taken. 


The Kaiser’s 
Favorite. 


Of the other first-class divi- 
sions that vainly tried their 
hand at stopping the Ameri- 
cans were the Fifth Guards, 
which had tremendously heavy 
losses on the Aisne; the Third 
Guard, which had been at Cam- 
brai and Mount Kemmel, and 
which more recently was cut 
up badly; the 28th division, the 
kaiser’s favorite, which has 
had a bad time on the Aisne 
and on the Somme, and the 
13th division, which has been 
a first quality battle unit since 
1914, having been rushed 
across Belgium after the fall 
of Liege, in Champagne, Ar- 
tois, Verdun, the Somme and 
the Chemin des Dames—it 
came immediately from Cham- 
pagne against the Americans. 
The 52d division recently has 
been on the Aisne, and _ the 
sith, one of Germany’s best 
fighting units, contains Hinden- 
burg’s old regiment, the 
147th. 

Of the second class units 
the 45th Reserve has been used 
three times since the Somme, 
twice fighting between Vesle 
and the Marne. It went to Lor- 
raine for a rest and was then 
called to Flanders by the Brit- 
ish attack, and then to Cham- 
pagne. The Fifth Bavarian Re- 
serve actually had a little rest 
just before entering the Ar- 
gonne battle, but did not do 
anv better than the others. The 


41st division came to this front 
from Flanders. 

The Huns gave tke third- 
class divisions some training 
before sending them in against 
the Americans. The 115th came 
from Rumania. The 123d, of 
which one unit was commanded 
by the crown prince of Saxony, 
is composed of all young men, 
but they are distinctly third- 
class fighters. 

Other divisions were the 23d, 
the 107th, the 88th and the 
15th Bavarians. 

From this may be gathered 
something of the resistance 
that was concentrated in front 
of the American lines along the 
Argonne front. It is remark- 
able and deserving of the 
keenest praise that an army of 
men, most of whom were ci- 
Vilians only a year ago, could 
push such a resistance ahead of 
them, and come out of the 
scrap as whole and as hearty 
as have the Americans. 

And while there is rejoicing 
all over America and the world 
that the war is over, and justly 
so, I know from my talk with 
boys along this line that there 
is also the keenest disappoint- 
ment that this same crowd of 
invincible fighters did not have 
the opportunity to continue the 
advance until they had literally 
pushed the Huns, in front of 
shell and bayonet, back across 
their own border, only four to 
six weeks ahead, at the rate of 
advance recorded in the Ar- 
gonne drive, and forced them 
to terms prostrated upon their 
own soil. However, it: is bet- 
ter as it is. 


Spanish Influenza 
Inthe Camps Abroad. 


A great many people have in- 
quired of me about the preva- 
lence of Spanish influer¥a in 
the American army in France, 
and the ravages of that disease. 
I found it raging among the boys 
who had within the month ar- 
rived from America, but it did 
not appear to be as fatal as in 
the American camps. It was 
also in the front line camps, but 
apparently of a less violent na- 
ture. A great many deaths 
were occurring from it, of 
course, but far less apparently 
than in America. While I was 
in Paris that city was suffer- 
ing from a most disastrous epi- 
demic, and there were approx- 
imately two thousand deaths 
there in one week. When I left 
France, however, on the 1&sth 
day of November, I was _ in- 
formed that the disease had 
been apparently checked in the 
army camps. 

In this connection— 

The American government 
has established at various 
points in France large numbers 
of among the best equipped 
army hospitals in the world. 
Red Cross and army nurses are 
there in sufficient numbers. 
The health regulations of the 
army are rigid, but. essential, 


and as in everything else the 
government has done in prepar- 
ing the American boys to wage 
this successful fight, the health 
of the soldier has been safe- 
guarded as much as human 
agency could devise. 

I was particularly impressed 
with the great system, and the 
smoothness with which the sys- 
tem was employed in handling 
the American = situation in 
France. It illustrates the won- 
derful ability of General Per- 
shing as a military executive. 
The American boys have been 
treated the best that war con- 
ditions could afford. Their 
mess has always been plentiful, 


wholesome and healthy, and in 
leaving the maintenance of the | 
morale of the boys, and the pro- 
visioning of them with delica- 
cies and recreations and enter- 
tainments to the Y. M. C. A. 
and the other relief organiza- 
tions, General Pershing well 
knew that the job would be as 
complete and as faithfully exe- 
cuted as if the government or- 
ganized it along its own way 
of doing things. 

This gives me opportunity of 
again saying, what I have ob- 
served with my own eyes in 
Frence—that the work of the 
army Y and the other. relief 
organizations, at the home 
camps and in France, have con- 
stituted an important factor inp 
making the American the 
fighting machine that he is, 
with indomitable courage, un- 
yielding determination and un- 
failing enduvyance. 

Of all the times on earth 
when these organizations must 
be maintained and. strength- 
ened, it is now when two mil- 
lion boys in khaki in France 
ere to be free from the strain 
of battle.

Sheffield, Ala. November 
George Whiteside, a negro, 
confessed slayer of John Graham, 
Sheffield policeman, 
the Ceibert county jail here early 
today and lynched. Shortly after- 
wards the mob left for Russellville, 
twenty miles south of here, some 
of their leaders declaring they would 
Iyvnch Henry Willingham and 
Charles Hamilton, two other negroes 
arrested im"connection with the 
killing. .

der a plan being worked out by the 
labor, war and navy departments 
and the war industries board. It 
was said today that the plan will 
be submitted to Presidént Wilson in 
a few days. 


The war industries board has sent 
questionnaires to employers in all 
industries, asking the neers of each 
for men, and the answers will show 
where, when and how rapidly jobs 
will be ready for discharged soldiers 
and sailors and what trades are 
most in need of them. Supplemcnt- 
ing this information will be that 
received from draft boards and com- 
munity labor boards, which are to 
co-operate in the work. 

The war labor policies board and 
the United States employment serv- 
ice will be combined to handle the 
labor department's end, 

The war department is expected 
to establish a new bureau or to con- 
vert the activities of Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder’s office to this 
end. General Crowder was suggest- 
ed by some officials as the man best 
qualified to deal with the task of 
preserving the balance of power of 
the labor supply without delaying 
demobilization operations. 

With the conversion of industry 
from a war to a peace basis many 
workers also will be released from 
emergency jobs created by the war, 
put this problem has been taken into 
consideration by the officials who 
are working out plans for a general 
stabilizing of labor conditions when 
the soldiers are returned to civil 
lifes 

In this connection, officials point- 
ed out today that with the ending 
of hostilities there will be a great 
resumption of private construction 
and manufacturing held up and re- 
stricted because of war work, and 
that thousands of skilled laborers 
soon will be needed in all parts of 
the country for this work. 

Secretary Baker said today that 
every phase of demobilization of the 
army is being carefully studied by 
war department agencies, but as yet 
no plans have been finally formu- 
lated. The only orders so far is- 
sued curtailing war work deal with 
projects upon which work has not 
actually started, he said. 

The question of the number of 
American troops to be retained i 
France or elsewhere in Europe i 
being studied on that side, Mr. Ga- 
ker said, while the general staff is 
preparing recommendations as to the 
number to be kept under arms in 
this country. The problem in Eu- 
rope remains one of joint operations 
with the allied nations in after-the- 
war guarding and other work to be 
done by the military forces, and no 
conclusions on this point can yet 
be made. 

Mr. Baker said several factors wil) 
govern the order in which men will 
be released from the army. It is 
ohvious, he said, that, as a matter 
of justice, men who had been long- 
est in the service should be released 
first, but the industrial situation and 
the special need for men of certain 
calling probably will modify the 
prine:ple of making length of serv- 
ice a guide to order of muster-out. 

Labor department officials are 
confident that the demobilization of 
the 4,000,000 men now under arms 
at home and overseas and the con- 
version of industry to its peace stat- 
us will not cause anv serious prob- 
lem of unemployment.

“GRANDMOTHER” 
OF REVOLUTION 
ESCAPED DEATH 


New York, November 12.—Mme. 
Catherine Breshkovskaya, known as 
the “grandmother -of the Russian 
revolution,” who was reported to 
have been executed by the Bolshe- 
viki on October 27 is alive and on 
her way to the United States, ac- 
cording to a statement tonight by 
A. J. Sack, director of the Russian 
information bureau in this country. 

Mr. Sack stated that this informa- 
tion was contained in a cable mes- 
sage received by the Russian em- 
bassy at Washington from the all- 
Russian provisional government sit- 
ting at Omsk. It is said that she 
is making the trip on the invitation 
of American friends, many of whom 
live in Boston. 

Mme. BreshKovskaya, who is 
years old, has spent 44 years in Rus- 
sian and Siberian prisons as a politi- 
eal offender. Freed at Irkutsk by the 
great revolution of March, 1917, her 
journey westward was like a 
triumphal progress from city to city, 
reaching its climax at Petrograd, 
where she was welcomed by an im- 
mense crowd. Virtually. her first 
words were an appeal to the people 
to remain loyal to the allies. This 
appeal she repeated again and again 
as the Bolsheviki rose to power. 


ALL-AMERICAN CREWS 
FOR MERCHANT FLEET 


Washington, November 12.—Or- 
ders to rush recruiting of men for 
the crews of merchant ships were 
sent today to agents of the shipping 
board in all parts of the country. 
“We shall want thousands of men 
for our fleets,” Chairman Hurley 
said. “Our recruiting officers and 
training ships will keep on prepar- 
ing men for jobs on merchant ships. 
The service is training at present 4,- 
000 apprentices a month and we are 
planning to increase its output and 
the shipping board will continue un- 
til further notice to accept men be- 
tween 18 and 35 inclusive for train- 
ing. We want to build up an all- 
American personnel for the great 
merchant marine.” 

Shipyards also will continue their 
work with unabated energy, except 
for the curtailment of overtime and 
Sunday work, the chairman said. 
There now are under construction 
in the United States for the board 
724 ships, aggregating 3,500,000 
deadweight tons. Four hundred of 
these are steel or concrete and the 
others wood. In addition, practical- 
lv all the yards have contracts car- 
rying them in to the fall of 1919 and 
the board has under consideration a 
further program for construction in 
1920. 

Opportunity for private construc- 
tion of wooden ships will now be 
given, Mr. Hurley said. Wherever 
there is an idle way In @ wooden 
shipyard, private interests will be 
permitted to contract tor construc- 
tion of wooden craft. All available 
wavs in yards producing steel ships, 
however, have been continued in the 
service of the board. 

Philadelphia, November 12.—-Sign- 
ing of the armistice will not affect 
the government’s ship-building pro- 
gram, according to Charles E. 
Schwab, director general of the 
emergency fleet forporation. is 

“The continuation of the program, 
said Mr. Schwab, “will be the biggest 
factor in tiding over the period be- 
tween war production and peace con- 
ditions. The situation will soon ad- 
just itself, however, and the whole 
labor problem will straighten out 
automatically as the readjustment 
goes on. 

“Our tonnage output so far has 
consisted too largely of small ves- 
sels, because we had to take any- 
thing we could to meet the neces- 
sity. But 75 per cent of the tonnage 
has been in vessels of over 7,000 
tons. Now we shall turn to the 
larger cargo carriers of ten to four- 
teen thousand tons, they being the 
most economical, cost compared with 
the capacity. The ruling principle 
of our ship building from now on 
will be economy. Following the big 
carriers will come the large passen- 
rer ships. which must sooner or 
later be constructed, if we are to 
cémpete with the shipping of other 
nations.” 


WORLD PRCHIBITION 
PLANNED BY “DRYS” 


Columbus, Ohio, November 12,.— 
World peace did not come soon 
enough to permit Eurepean nations 
to be generally represented at the 
conference of dry leaders for world- 
wide prohibition which convenes 
here November 19, for four days’ ses- 
sions. However, representatives 
from France, Iingland, Switzerland 
and South America are on the way. 

The program of speakers includes 
Secretaries Daniels of the navy and 
Lane of the interior; Governors Whit- 
man. of New York, and Rye, of Ten- 
nessee, William Jennings Bryan, Rev, 
William <A. Sunday, a number of 
church bishops and ministers. 

Plans for carrying on the prohibi- 
tion fight in foreign countries prob- 
ablv will be formulated. National 
prohibition leaders say recent elec- 
tions insure ratification of the fed- 
eral prohibition amendment bv thir- 
tv-eight states, two more than is 
necessary. : 


COL. HOUSE PRAISES

London, November’ 12.—Colonel 
Edward. M. House, the special rep- 
resentative of the United States 
government, sent the following mes- 
sege vesterday from Paris to David 
Llovd-George. the British prime 
minister, on the cessation of hostili- 
ties: 

“Sincere congratulations. No one 
has done more to bring ahout this 
splendid victory than you.” 

To this the prime minister replied: 

“Manv thanks for your generous 
telegram. Nothing contributed more 
to the victory than the prompt re- 
sponse of the president to the ap. 
peal I made to him for American 
help in those critical days.” 


ABOLITION IS ASKED 
OF WAR LABOR BOARD 


Washington, November 12.—Abol- 
ishinent of the war labor board as 
soon as cases now in process of dis- 
position are completed was recom- 
mended to Secretary Wilson today 
by William H. Taft and Frank P. 
Walsh, joint chairmen. The secre- 
tary was asked to lay the recom- 
mendation before President Wilson. 

The joint chairmen, in their letter, 
said the president had created the 
board to promote maximum produc- 
tion during the war and that the 
end of hostilities had removed the 
reason for its existence. 

About 100°rases now are in proc- 
ess of disposition by the board and 
should be disposed of,.the chairmen 
said, because a large number of the 
awards will be retroactive. Hear- 
ings have not yet begun on 300 
other cases referred to the board, 
and the joint chairmen recommend- 
ed that these he not taken up.

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GARY ISSUES WARNING 
TQ AMERICAN PEOPLE 


New York, November 12.—Elbert 
H. Gary, head of the United States 
Steel corporation, today warned the 
American people to be on their 
guard against “economic demorali- 
zation, depression and possibly pan- 
ics” which might accompany read- 
jJustments after a world war 

In a statement issued before he 
left for Washington to confer there 
with officials regarding steps nec- 
essary to return the steel trade to a 
peace basis, Mr. Gary cautioned the 
public to “exercise prudence, delib- 
eration and courage,” as “much de- 
pends upon the attitude and the 
speech of men.” He added that “it 
Is €asy to precipitate a feeling of 
demoratization and no more difficult 
to develop a sentiment of confidence 
and serenity.” 

Asserting that although there 
would be reduction in purchases for 
military purposes which might in- 
terrupt the conduct of general busi- 
ness, Mr. Gary declared there would 
still be “a normal and certain vol- 
ume of business.” Any attempt to 
secure more than a proper share of 
this business, he said, would impede 
rather than accelerate prosperity. 

“If all business men recognize 
conditions and conduct their differ- 
ent lines so as to adjust the ques- 
tion of supply and demand on a 
legitimate basis, all will be bene- 
fted and may look ofrward with 
confidence,” said Mr. Gary. 

“The United States the richest 
of all countries. If industry is pro- 
tected and fostered in accordance 
with its merit, the war burdens 
surely, even theugh gradually, will 
be lifted. 

“And judging 
experience of the last few years, 
there will be a disposition on the 
part of those in authority to assist 
rather than to attack business ef- 
fort. There will be study, reflec- 
tion, friendly concern shown in re- 
Jation to the needs and requests of 
enterprise and investment. Legis 
lation and administration will 
founded on ascertained conditions, 
deficiencies and requirements. Both 
capital and labor will be protected 
and awarded. 

“Co-operation will be seen on 
every hand. Capital and labor will 
continue to co-operate with gov- 
ernmental administration. 

“AS a general proposition 
still true that the optimist 
keeps within the limits of cash or 
stable cash resources will succeed. 
For the long future we have reason 
to believe that the country will be 
more progressive and more pros- 
perous than ever before.”
